The Eureka (Nev.) Sentinel tells the fj1. 
lowing rat story : Mention w«3 recently 
made in the Sentinel of au important strike 
in the Frarkie Saott mine, on Prospect 
Mountain. 
Iu the shaft, mentioned no 
work had been done for three yeais until 
two weeks ago, and probably no human 
being had gone down into it during that 
period of time. 
Upon taking a lease of

mings—was chosen to descend the ladders 
nearly a hundred fest, with a rope tied 
around kis waist for the sake of security 
against accident. 
He descended to the 
bottom, and there found himself surrounded 
by myriads of largo rats. 
The animals 
were seized with terror at his appearance 
among them, and jumped about the sides 
of the shaft, and in wild confusion covered 
him at times from head to foot. 
He says 
he never experienced such singular and 
disagreeable sensations in his life. 
He ad­ 
mits that ho was scared, for he was afraid 
that he would be eaten alive by the crazed 
and ravenous creatures, although they, if 
possible, wero moro frightened than he, 
and leaped npcn him in their mad ef­ 
forts 
to escape. 
He 
tried 
to 
avDid 
them, 
while 
they 
were 
doing 
their 
b;st to dodge him. 
He yelled as loud as 
he could for tho boys on top to haul him 
out. 
When they l egan to tug away and he 
felt hia feet on the ladder again and had 
brushed off tbe last clinging rodent, he 
breathed easier, aad congratulated himtelf 
for a while on what he hr.d supposed noth­ 
ing short of aa escape from death.

reaching the surface giant powder v is 
brought into requisition aud ujed until it 
was thought the last rat had been de­ 
stroyed. 
S Iran go enough, when he de­ 
scended into the shafi; again he found only 
three dead rats at the bottom. 
The rest 
had evidently found exit through unknown 
crevices leading to tho eurface or into di?, 
taut caves which thoy had not used before 
and had discovered only by prospecting in 
their emergency for a means of esoape. 
The miners say that they were occupied an 
entire day in hanliog np old bones, rats’ 
ne8Í3 and other debris that the rats had 
brought in from the tunnels and other 
places on the hill, which had been accumu­ 
lated by them for the three years during 
which the Bhaffe was abandoned.

such a swarm of these large rata—regular 
old time wharf rats—in a mine near by us, 
when there is not a rat tobo seen anywhere 
in the whole town of Enrckx

We are inviting immigration to Califor­ 
nia of a most desirable class, and the tide 
has already set westward. 
Unusual exer­ 
tions are being made to augment it. 
One 
of the first things tbe incoming strangers 
will inqnire about is the capacity and de­ 
sirability of California for fruit-raising. If 
they find that insect pests promise to make 
it a precarious business, one inducement t) 
settle is lost. We have shipped to the Eiet 
in the past vast quantities of fresh fruits, 
the larger market being found west of the 
Mississippi and cast of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, althongh much goes to the Atlantic 
seaboard. 
The opening of the Southern 
Pacific and Atlantic and Pacific routes pre­ 
sents other fields further south for our 
fruits, though the demand will never be so 
large as from more northerly regions. 
When the Northern Pacific route has com­ 
pleted its connections Oregon fruits will 
compete with ours in the present markets. 
If, as is probabie, the express time between 
California and the Missouri is reduced, 
thero should be an increased demand for 
California fruits. It is, then, of the highest 
importance that speedy action should be 
taken to completely cleanse our orchards of 
frnit pests, to prevent their spread and 
further importation, and to gnard against 
the etubbom refusal, the neglect and the 
ignorance of some small orchardists, from 
whose trees the pests will spread over the 
country. 
During four years past fruit­ 
growing and fruit-shipping interests have 
suffered severely, because of insect pests, 
and the reputation for California fruits for 
shipment and for canning has been seri­ 
ously injured. 
The law for the protection of these in­ 
terests is not as strong as desired, but such 
as it is it must be enforced. 
Bnt it will 
not be, nule8B the only salaried State officer 
to whom the trust is committed is earnest, 
vigilant and intelligent in the discharge of 
his dnty. 
But earnestness and vigilance 
count for nothing unless coapled with 
competency. 
The present Inspector is not 
competent. 
His efforts to rally against tbe 
storm of indignation that followed his 
election have proven his incompetency, 
which, however, aside from his own ad­ 
missions, is now certified to by his closest 
neighbors. 
His advice already given is of 
a character, we have reason to believe, 
which, if followed, will result in injury to 
the orchards of those who adopt it. 
But, 
however this may be, he is poeseaaed of 
unparalleled effrontery, and by his hard­ 
ness of “ cheek” forced himself into his 
present position. But he did not accom­ 
plish this without the aid of the Governor. 
Because of bis election two resignations 
Irom the State Board of Horticulture were 
eent in. 
One of the vacancies has already 
been filled. 
Presumably the other will be 
to-day or to-morrow annoucced. 
The 
Board meets in San Francisco this week. 
Its first official act should be the remova] 
of the Inspector. There is no desire to 
give the blnnder of his appointment undue 
importance. 
Mountains are not to be 
made from mole hills. 
While this is not a 
mountain, it is far more than a mole hill. 
I t is a matter of deep concern to the peo­ 
ple. 
Thepresent.Inspectoris incompetent. 
The changes in the Board, it is hoped, will 
result in the man’s removal. 
He was pnt 
into the place beoanse a weak Governor 
permitted himself to be persuaded against 
his own convictions of duty. 
Governor 
Stoneman, in short, is responsible for 
Boggs, and as he placed him he shonld un­ 
seat him. 
The members of the Board are 
nnsalaried. 
They cannot, therefore, be 
expected to give it their time to remedy 
the blunders of the Governor by doing the 
doty of his appointee. 
There should he 
no consideration of Boggs as an individ­ 
ual. 
His 
personality 
is not worthy 
of i t ; bat officially 
he 
is a 
very 
prominent 
personage — an 
ambitious 
man, who, to use his own words, was 
determined “ to get something out of the 
country he fought to win." By the aid of 
Governor Stoneman be is getting i t ; bat 
as the State owes Boggs nothing, this offi­ 
cial jobbery, whioh is little short of rob­ 
bery, should be strangled, and Governor 
Stoneman should have the moral courage 
to do it. 
The voice of the State is all but 
unanimous in the demand that Boggs be 
removed at this week’s sitting of the 
Board.

There are very few communi­ 
ties of which we have record that have con­ 
tinued an steadily and healthily to prosper 
as hae Sacramento, that have at the same 
time been so burdened as this people. The 
city has progressed, has augmented its 
trade, widened the sphere of its commercial 
influence, enlarged its local industries, con­ 
stantly and generouly increased the ca­ 
pacity and usefulness of its local institu­ 
tions, improved its streets and highways, 
and strengthened its defenses, all in the 
face of obstacles and under the shadow of 
burdensome rates of taxation which have 
been experienced by very few cities, and 
which would long since have crashed a less 
hopeful and deteimined people. 
There has 
been advanced a proposition to refund the 
city indebtedness. 
It has met with almost 
unanimous approval. 
To that 
end a 
scheme is outlined to issue bonds at a 
lessened rate of interest, on the basis of 62J 
cents on the present par value of the oat- 
standing bonds. A very large and respect­ 
able body of citizens deem this figure too 
high. 
They claim that to refund at 50 
cents will give the city’s creditors as much 
as their debt is now worth, if not more. It 
is held that the Legislature has itself indi 
reetly fixed a lesser value, namely, 35 
cents, 
by the 
limitation it 
put 
on 
the purchase of bondB by the Fund­ 
ed 
Debt Commission. 
The 
holders 
of city bonds at 
the 
highest mar­ 
ket 
rate 
have 
not 
been 
able 
to 
command in recent years more than fifty 
cents. 
To refund, then, at that figure will 
not inure to their loss, but on the contrary 
will give greater certainty to the payment 
of the debt and increase the value of their 
security. 
The new bonds would rate at 
par, and thus the owner of a given amonnt 
of the debt represented by bends would 
have as great a sum on the credit side of his 
cash account as he now has. 
No one de­ 
sires repudiation, and there is no reason 
whatever to suppose that bonds issued 
under a compromise would ever be ques­ 
tioned again. 
The people wish to pay. 
The more speedily they can do so the bet­ 
ter they will be pleased. 
But they have 
unmistakably 
announced their inability 
and unwillingness to pay par value, and the 
city is cow, and for some time has been, in 
the attitude of determined resistance to the 
payment of the debt at its present fignre. 
It is not probable that all the bonds could 
be called in now, but it is quite certain 
that any holders 
not coming in will 
be resisted by the 
city as 
is now 
being 
done in the Courts. 
The 
re­ 
cent 
decisions 
of 
the Courts 
give 
reason for the conclusion that even if the 
bondholder can recover, he will have no 
method at command to give his judgment 
effect. 
A called meeting of representative 
citizens is appointed for this week to ad­ 
vise with the city authorities on these sub­ 
jects. 
It is to be hoped that there will be 
cool and deliberate consultation and ex­ 
pression. 
That meeting will be no place for 
“ financial cranks " or pronounced repudia- 
tioniste ; it should represent the business 
sagacity of the city, and the spirit of fair­ 
ness and fair dealing in the discharge of 
our indebtedness. 
The desirability of 
achieving a settlement of this troublesome 
matter is apparent to every well-wisher of 
this city, and the effort should be made to 
bring it about at the lowest fair figure. 
There is a common ground on which the 
creditors and debtors may meet, consistent 
with the claims of the one and the ability 
of the other, and that gronnd should be oc­ 
cupied.

There is much mystery surrounding 
the fall of the wall on K street last Thurs­ 
day night. 
The Coroner’s jury should not 
dissolve until it has fathomed it. 
It does 
not appear that there was an explosion. 
Some testimony gives color to that theory, 
but it ia far from satisfactory. 
The sworn 
statement of one witness, that the floor* of 
the saloon went down first, is of tbe ut­ 
most significance. 
One thing has devel­ 
oped, however, that the anthorities must 
not lese sight of—the walls were not an­ 
chored. 
Here was a aheer fifty-foot wail 
standing without brace, Bupport or anchor. 
Had it been anchored at the floor and roof 
lines it ia scarcely probable it wonld have 
fallen. 
How many other buildings in Sac­ 
ramento are in the condition Army Hall 
was ? Whose duty is it to know ? The 
jury shonld examine experts with a view 
to ascertaining whether such a wall might 
not have been thrown ont of line by danc­ 
ing or marching in the ball previous to the 
night of the falL 
It will not do to set up 
the theory that the cause of the fall was 
practically simultaneous with it, and to ad­ 
here to that theory. 
Let all theories be 
examined and all possibilities be inquired 
into. 


Ax ordinance has been drawn fon the inspection 
of brick and stone buildings in Sacramento and to 
require them to be properly built as to strength, 
and to require old ones to be anchored and secured 
against (ailing. This is well enough, but the law 
officers should overhaul the city statute books anl 
unearth tbe ordinance said to be slumbering in the 
depths of the records, concerning exits from public 
buildings, with a view to revivifying it. If it can­ 
not be found let us have a new one at once, and one 
that can be enforced. 
Take Army Hail, for in’ 
stance. 
It would hold three hundred people, yet it 
had but one narrow, steep stairway for an exit, 
down which two persons could not pass abreast 
without inconvenience. But a word as to the pro­ 
posed new ordinance. It is probable that its weak­ 
ness will be found in the effort to specify how brick 
buildings must be constructed. It may be that the 
law could be complied with and the structure still 
be fatally defective. Specifications as to depth for 
foundations cannot apply to all localities, and ao as 
to other points of objection. It might be better to 
have a competent Board, and lodge in it a broad 
discretion. But whatever is done let it be well 
done, and after a cool examination into the experi­ 
ences of other and older communities as to the best 
methods to be employed.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


A T errib ly D estru ctive Storm. 
New Orleans, April 231—The Timet- 
Democrat's Wesson (Miss.) special says: A 
frightful cyclone passed over Wesson and the 
town of Beauregard, a mile above, about 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. In Beauregard 
the town is literally a mass of ruins, and it is 
with difficulty one can ride through, so 
thickly are trees strewn across the read. Not 
those of any character are standing in place 
Timbers are scattered for miles around. 
Even out in the country two and a half miles 
dwellings are swept away. 
The wind for the past three days had been 
blowing a gale, and lowering clouds indicated 
the approach of the cyclone. It was known 
some minutes by the deep, rumbling sound, 
and the windows in dwellings rattling vio­ 
lently, and many thonght it an earthquake. 
The thunder and lightning were terrific. 
Fences were torn down, tress uprooted and 
cast 100 yards away. East of the railroad 
the damage was light, but in the western 
portion of the town the destruction was 
awful in its character. In a peach orchard, 
where there were large numbers of houses in 
which the operatives of the Mississippi Mills 
were domiciled, tbe greatest destruction oc­ 
curred, The groans of the wounded beneath 
the 
ruins 
were 
appalling. 
Dwellings 
were blown to atom-. 
The pine_ forest 
just beyond was blown out of existence. 
Calvin Keed, living in the ricini’y, died from 
the excitement. It is estimated the number 
of killed is twelve. Two or three children 
are missing. Twelve to twenty dwellings 
were blown down. The number of people 
with broken limbs is estimated by physicians 
at seventy-five. Tbe wounded are removed 
as fast as it is possible to houses which 
escaped injury. Several wounded lay out in 
the violent rain more than one hour after the 
storm. The dead now are all laid out. and 
coffins are being made for them. The citizens 
are doing all in their power for the wounded. 
Many it ia feared will die. A Bpecial train 
with physicians from McOomb City and 
Brookhavcn have arrived. 
Another extra 
special will be here with additional help from 
Magnolia and Snmmit. All of these physicians 
go to Beauregard, where the destruction of 
life and property is simply indescribable. 
Among the killed iu Wesson are Mrs. 
Causlj and two children, and Beveral children 
of J. E. Gibeon, one of whom was found 
crushed under a chimney. Two persons were 
so mangled as to be unrecognizable, and sev­ 
eral others, whose names cotild_ not be ob­ 
tained. A little boy was found in tho woods 
several hundred yards away unhurt. Wes­ 
son, except in the locality mentioned, suffered 
little except in the destruction of fences and 


At Beauregard -John Boss was mortally 
wounded ; Isaac Bloom, seriously ; M. M. 
Daniels, mortally ; Mrs. Trumbull, of Brook- 
haven, fatally; Captain Lampkine, wife and 
child, all dead ; Geo. Holloway, mortally ; 
Mrs. Holloway, leg broken; Mr. Wilcox, 
both arms broken, and M. Ferguson and 
family, including ten persons, dangerously 
wounded. The depot is swept away, and 
none of it now remains. 
Albert G. Price and child -were mortally 
wounded. Their house fell on them. J. O. 
Williams was killed. 
West P oint (La.), April 231.—A terrific 
gale from tbe northwest struck this town yes­ 
terday afternoon, accompanied by torrents of 
raiD, and the largest hail ever seen here. The 
Court-house. Cotton Exchange, and numer­ 
ous other buildings were uuroofed and ma­ 
terially damaged. No lives were lost. 
Chattanooga (TenD.), April 231—Fully 
$10.000 in damage was done to tbia city by 
che storm last night. Reports from the sur­ 
rounding country show the storm to have 
been very destructive. The wires ara doWD, 
and particulars are very meager. 
J ackson (Miss.), April 23d.—Reports of 
destruction by the cyclone are eomiog in. At 
Wesson 13 were killed and CO wounded. At 
Beauregard 23 were killed and 90 wounded. 
Twenty-seven houses iu Wesson were de­ 
stroyed. 
Beauregard was entirely swept 
away. The suffering is very great, and as­ 
sistance is needed. On the Ñ. E. and C. 
Railroad the town of Tilman was. destroyed, 
and several killed and wounded. On the V. 
and M. Railroad the town of Lawrence suf- 
ferred terribly. Reports from other places 
and from the country shows the storm to have 
been widespread and destructive. The tele' 
graph lines were blown down for miles, 
St. Louis, April 23d.—Specials from New 
Orleans about the cyclone which destroyed 
Wesson and Beauregard, Miss., yesterday, 
give no additional particulars, but they say 
Beauregard is in Copiah county, on the New 
Orleans, St. Louis and Chicago Railroad, 45 
miles southwest from Jackson, with a popu­ 
lation of 400 to 500. Wesson was a mere 
important place on the same road, one mile 
from Beauregard, a Bummer resort cf the 
pec pie of New Orleans, and had a population 
of 1,600, with a large cotton and woolen fac­ 
tory, employing 600 hands. 
Des Moines (Iowa), April 23d.—A cyclone 
passed up Maple River valley early last 
evening. A Catholic church was wrecked, 
three houses blown down and other minor 
damage inflicted. No lcs3 of life. 
Denver (Col ), April 23d. — The snow­ 
storm on the mountains continuos unabated. 
All trains are delayed. 
Every available 
snow-plow is in service, and will perhaps pre­ 
vent serious blockade,

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BOARD OF CITY THUS TEES. 


The Board of City Trustees, at their weekly 
session yesterday, considered an ordinance 
drawn by the City Attorney, having for its 
object the proper regulation of constructing 
brick and stone buildings. 
The ordinance is long, but the following is 
a brief outline. It is entitled “ An ordinance 
to regulate the construction of brick or atone 
building?, an I to appoint an inspector there­ 
of, and to defice his duties” : 
Section 1 provides that all foundation wells 
must be built of etoue or brick, to be laid at 
least five feet below the ground, the footings 
to be at least twice the width of the lower 
wall. 
Section 2 provides that studding against 
brick walla shall not be permitted; outer 
walls must be at least twelve inches thick, 
except for upper story, which must be at 
least eight, in cases where buildings are to be 
used as dwelling-house?, sheds or stables. 
Section 3 is in relation to buildings to be 
used for stores, warehouses, hotels, shops or 
public puiposes. In any two-story build­ 
ings, the basement or ?nnndefjsn walla must 
be sixteen leches wide, and twelve inches 
above. Three-story, basement twenty inches, 
first story seventeen, second and third twelve. 
Fuur-story, basement twenty, first story sev­ 
enteen, third and fourth twelve. Party walls 
must be at least twenty inches at basement, 
sixteen to the hight of the third story, and 
twelve inches thereafter, and must be of uni­ 
form thickness, 
Section 4 provides that all walls less than 
24 inches must have at least one header ex­ 
tending thrcngh the walls in every six square 
feet, and contains regulations about heading, 
facing, stretching and backing. 
Section 5 directs that all walla shall be se­ 
curely anchored to each tier of beam3. The 
front, rear, side, end and party walls are to 
be anchored to each other every six feet, if 
not carried up togather. The said anchors 
shall be built into the front aud rear walls at 
least one-half the thicknees of the front and 
rear walls, so as to secure the front and rear 
walls to the sides, end or party walls ; and 
all stone used for the facing of any building, 
except where built with alternate headers and 
stretchers as before mentioned, shall be 
strongly anchored with iron anchors; and all 
such anchors shall be let into the stone at 
least one inch. The side, end or party walls 
shall be anchored to each tier of beams at 
intervals of not more than eight feet apart 
with good, strong wrought iron anchors, j}rH 
inches, well built into the Bide walls at.d well 
fastened to the sides if the beams; and where 
tbo beams are snpparted by girders, the ends 
-Jf ta r beams resting on the girders shall be 
strapped by wrought iron straps of the same 
sizs, and at the same distance apart, and in 
the same beam as the wall anchors. All wall 
anchors used in any building shall be at least 
g x lj inches wrought iron, and shall honk 
over a three-quarter round bolt of wrought 
iron. 
Section 6 provides for the appointment of a 
practical mechanic or architect as Inspector, 
who shall ees that all buildings hereafter to 
be erected are constructed according to regu­ 
lation, and report all unsafe buildings to the 
Board of Trustees, who shall see that the 
evil is remedied or the same abated, the owner 
or agent being given forty-eight hours in 
which to take the necessary steps to ssenre or 
remove the bnilding. 
Section 7 places the question of compensa­ 
tion in each case with the Board of Trustees, 
which shall not exceed 35 for each day actu­ 
ally engaged in snch investigation. 
Section 8 provides that doors to public 
buildings most open both inwardly and out­ 
wardly. 
Section 9 fixes the punished for a violation 
of the provisions of the ordinance at a fine 
not to exceed $500, or by imprisonment for 
ten days, or by both. 
Section 10 provides that the ordinance shall 
be in force after duo publication as required 
by law. 
The matter was laid over for future action, 
with a view to hearing any suggestions that 
might be made by mechanics or others on the 
subject. 
A list of parties delinquent in their pay­ 
ments of city licenses was submitted by Col­ 
lector Putnam. The report was referred to 
the City Attorney, with directions to enforce 
collections. 
A petition asking for the removal of the 
City Pound from the present location was 
presented, bnt action was postponed. 
The question of a new safe for tho office of 
the Board of Trastees was referred to Trustee 
Gutenberger.

THE HEW PAVILION. 


The State Board of Agriculture held a 
special meeting yesterday to consider the 
plans and specifications for the new Agri­ 
cultural Exposition building. Present Di­ 
rectors Chase, La Rue, Green, Hancock, 
Newton, Coleman, and President Fiaigan in 
the chair. 
Architect Burrell was present, and, after 
discussing the plans and specifications with 
the Board, a motion was made and csrried 
that the matter of plumbing and gas-fitting 
be postponed and let separately from the gen­ 
eral contract. 
A. A. Cook, the architect, was appointed 
superintendent of building on behalf of the 
Board. 
. 
Directors La Rue, Chase, Coleman, Han­ 
cock, Green, Newton, aud President Finigan, 
were appointed a building committee to su­ 
perintend the superintendent and architect. 
A motion was made and carried that the 
contracscr be required to complete the work 
before September lit, and forfeit $500 per 
day for eieh day req uired to complete the 
work after that date. 
E. Keating, of San Francisco, appeared 
before the Board in regard to lighting the 


e o w building with electricity, but no action 
was taken in the matter. 
Directors Green, Coleman and Hasccck 
were appointed a committee to wait on the 
citizens’ committee and inform them of the 
ac'ion of the Board. 
The Board a t 11:30 p. m adjourned, to meet 
at the Pavilion May 3?, at 8 P. M„ at which 
hour bids for erecting the building will be 
opened. 
Sealed proposals for the construction of the 
new building will be received by the State 
Board of Agricultor?, at the office of the 
Secretary, up to 8 o’clock p. M. of Thursday, 
May 3d. The building is to be built in ac­ 
cordance with the piras and specifications 
for tho purpose drawn by A. W. Burrell and 
adopted by the Stats Board of Agriculture 
and the State Board of Capitol Commission­ 
ers. No bid exceeding the sum of $74,000 
will be considered, and all bids must be 
accompanied by a certified check for $2,500, 
payable to the Secretary of the Board ; and 
the check of the bidder to whom the contract 
may be awarded will be forfeited to the

T h e W in d .—All day long yesterday the 
wind was blowing briskly from the north­ 
west, carrying with it almost everything that 
was loose. Sergeant Barwick, in his report 
last evening, says the wind came to an end at 
5 P. m , but he probably learned better befóte 
retiring last night, for, although it had veered 
to the west and the heavens were cloudy, it 
was still blowing briskly at midnight. The 
Sergeant says : The northwest wind that set 
iu so briskly at midnight the night of the 221 
came to an end at abont 5 p. M. last evening, 
during which time 461 miles of wind had 
passed this station, making an average of 
25.6 mileB for tbs eighteen hoars that the 
wind from the north and west had been blow­ 
ing, which was a pressure of 3.24 pounds to 
the 8qnare inch of exposed surface. During 
the wind-storm its greatest velocity reached 
38 miles between 8 and 10 A. M., and 12 noon 
and 3 p. M., when its pressure indicated 7.22 
pounds against each square inch of surface 
exposed to its fall force. The relative humid­ 
ity yesterday at 4 p. u. was abont the same 
as it was at 4 P. M. on the 13th during the 
severe northerly wind that passed this station 
on that day. 
It has been said by an 
intelligent aud observant ’49sr that when­ 
ever clouds begin to appear during a northerly 
breeze that it is an indication of a cessation 
of northern hostilities. During the afternoon 
of yesterday clonds began to appear in the 
northern and 
northeastern horizon, and 
shortly afterwards the wind’s velocity de­ 
creased, and its direction changed;j from 
northerly to northeasterly, but was very light 
in its velocity, being not moro than five miles 
per hour, At noon yesterday the wind was 
brisk to heavy from the northwest all along 
the Pacific slope ; the barometer was high in 
the north and low in the south, which is one 
of the atmospherical causes of the northweet- 
erly winds that blew so freely along the Pa­ 
cific slope during the thirty hours ending at 
5 P. if. yesterday. In all probability the 
damsge done by this northwest wind along 
the coast will be very slight in our grain and 
fruit-producing districts, owing to the copious 
precipitation of moisture during tho few days 
previous to the blowing of this moist-anni- 
hilaticg norther. 


T h e N ew N ic k e l.—The new nickel five 
cent piece, which has been passed so often as 
a five dollar piece, has reached this city, and 
yesterday a gentleman who had been a victim 
of one of the plated ones showed the coin at 
this office. It is known that the Mint laws 
require that the value of tbo coin shall be 
stated on its face, but this little requirement 
was overlooked by the designer of the new 
coir, who simply had engraved the numeral 
V on the die. - A newspaper man discovered 
this violation of the statute, and called the 
attention of tho Treasury Department to it, 
when an order was issued to have the word 
ceuts added. The new coin with this amend­ 
ment is now being stricken off. It has re­ 
cently come to notice that the three cent 
nickel coin, authorized eighteen years ago, 
does not confoim to the law of February, 
1873, because it simply has the numeral III 
on its face. These coins are identical in size 
to the quarter eagle, and only a trills smaller 
than the three dollar piece. If these latter 
coins were as common as the half eagles a 
little gilding would enable unscrupulous 
parties to work them off for $3. It is claimed 
that there is no law which forbids the gilding 
of nickel coins. The new five cent nickel, 
gilded with the same alloy nsed in the making 
of gold coins, may be easily passed as $5 
among persons not accustomed to handling 
metallic money. With the exception that 
the edge is not milled, when lying with the 
head np it can scarcely be distinguished from 
the five dollar coin. 


R em em bering t h e F r ie n d le s s .—The R ec- 
o b d -U n io n yesterday stated that the remains 
of Thos. C. Brelsford were lying at the Cor. 
oner’s office without a flower upon the coffin. 
Previous to reading that nobody remembered 
that Brelsford was friendless, but all day long 
yesterday flowars were Bent to the Coroner’s 
office to be placed on the coffin, in many in­ 
stances ladies bringing them, until last even­ 
ing the corner of the room where the remains 
are lyirg is now one mass of flowers, among 
them being many handsome pieces. This 
shows that there are many kind and tender 
hearts in Sacramento. 


B o u n d f o r F o lso m .—Last evening Deputy 
Sheriffs Wilson and Farrell, of San Francis­ 
co, arrived with six recruits for Folsom 
prison. They will be taken there to-day. 
They are Thomas Palmer, sentenced for ten 
years for'robbery; John Hogan,ifcur years, for 
burglary in the second degre9; John Cole­ 
man and Martin Cassidy, each three years, 
for burglary in the second degree ; Nick Will­ 
iams, five years, for burglary in the Becond 
degree, and John Ryan, two years, for an 
assault with a deadly weapon.

TO PARDON SEEKERS. 


The following official notice to those seek­ 
ing Executive clemency, signed by Governor 
Stonemar, has been issued : 
To Whom it may Concern : All parties 
seeking clemency on behalf of relatives or 
friends who may be'serving panal sentences 
within scops of the Executive power are 
hereby advised Jto proceed, in the matter of 
the pardon application, as follows: 
First—The formality of notifying the Dis­ 
trict Attorney must invariably be complied 
with, and his acknowledgment thereof ob­ 
tained. 
Second—The petition for the pardon shall 
contain a clear and detailed account of the 
offense committed and the attendant circum­ 
stances, together with a statement as to the 
character and habits of the person prior to 
his arrest. This Bhonld be subscribed to by 
some party unprejudiced in the case and fully 
cognizant of the fact?. 
Third—The reasons why, in the opinion of 
the petitioner, the pardon should be granted, 
should be dearly and explicitly set forth. 
Fourth—Should the signatures of the com­ 
mitting Judge, the Prosecuting Attorney, or 
any of the jurymen be obtained, they should 
be accompanied in each case by a statement 
from the signer giving the newly-discovered 
fscts, or altered or extenuating circumstances 
which havo produced the change in his opin­ 
ion since the trial. 
The observance of these recommendations 
will greatly facilitate Executive action in any 
given case. It will be apparent to all that 
such a presentation as the above will obviate 
the necessity of personal appeal, as well as 
that of expensive legal services.
